Tt is a well-known axiom that a cer- 
tain class of political partisans deny 
the possession of common honesty, 
‘good sensé, and creditable intentions 
or motives to all who may happen to 
think differently to themselves. It 
is equally recognised that conceit, or 
vanity, or self-love, or egotism will, 
on such occasions, induce the class 
of political firebrands referred to to 
curry favour with, and pass favour- 
able judgment on, the views of per- 
sons who are beneath the notice and 
contempt of a respectable community, 
for the simple reason that such views 
or opinions coincide with their own. 
This is the sort of political general= 
ship to which the public of Hong- 
kong have been accustomed for some’ 
considerable time past by the hostile 
attitude assumed by the local press 
towards everything and everybody 
differing in any way from the self.. 
assumed infallible views of the China 
Mail and the Daily Press. Outside 
the immediate circles of these emi-. 
nent journals, virtue, honesty, wit, 
wisdom, or experience could not pos- 
sibly exist. The one or two well- 
- known literary notabilities who form 
the staff of the China Mail, and the 
equally well-known but rather more 
dilapidated coterie who write all the 
clever things for our. morning con- 
temporary, puff and praise each other 
on the scratch me and Pl scratch 
you principle with praiseworthy per- 
severatice, that is so-long as their 
opinions do not run counter, and do 
not hesitate in the least to rwn down 
‘and depreciate every person outside 
the magic cirele whose independence 


-—-becomies irritating or objectionable. 


The two old established local journals 
of this colony are at present, under a 
flag of truce, on the most amiable 
terms.

- In Sunimary Jurisdiction yesterday’ 
before Mr. Justice Russell, Captain 
Stabell, of the British barque Cuba, sued 
the Wo Hing Yuen firm for the sum of 
$527.66 for freight on. certain cargo 
shipped by the defendant on‘plaintifi’s 
vessel for Newchwang,. In May last 
the Oxuba was chartered by the dofen- 
dants, through Messrs. 8. Schellhas & 
Co,, for a voyago from Whampoa and 
Hongkong to Tiontsin or-Chéfoo, there 
to discharge cargo, thence to New- 
chwang and back to Hongkong, The 
agrooment for the round trip was 46 
cents per picul ona full cargo.of beans 
from Newchwang. From Hongkong 
and Whampoa the charteters did not 
guarantee a full cargo, but the wnder- 
standing was to discharge whatever 
cargo was on board at Ticntsin or 
Chefoo, and thon to procced in ballast 
to Nowchwang. . When loading at 
Whampoa, Captain Staball declined to 
sien bills of lading for some goods which 
“were put on baard for Newchwang, as 
he considered that his charter-party 
did not compel him to carry cargo from 
thence to Newchwang. He, however, 
eventually signed tho bills of lading 
under protest, and now claimed freight 
at the rate of 43.59 per ton on the 
cargo in question. After hearing evi- 
dence.on both sides, and Mr. McKean 
for the plaintiff, an.

Referring to the New South Wales 
Anti-Chinese Bill, the Queenslayder 
‘gays:—Sir Henry Parkes has been 
tardy in introducing the, Anti-Chinese 
Bill, but the measure that he has 
brought before the New South Wales 
Legislature far exceeds in apparent 
stringency our law, or the. bills intro- 
- duced into other colonial Legislatures, 
Our Act limits the number of Chinese 
passengers to one for every ton tons 
measurement of the vossel bringing 
them, and imposes a fine of £10 for 
every one in excess of that number. 
The New South Wales bill makes it 
one for every 10Q-tons, and imposes a 
fine of £100 for evasion. The New 
‘Bouth Wales bill also imposes a qua- 
rantine detention of twenty-one days 
on all vessels coming from Chinese 
_ ports, without exception. If it becomes 
law a vessel of 1,000 tons burden 
arriving in Sydney from China will 
only: be allowed to carry ten Chinese 
passengers, and will be compolled to 
yemain id quarantine for three weeks. 
This is virtual prohibition. If such’a 
law could be enforced no-ship would 
-earry any Chinese passengers to Syd- 
ney. But an exception is mide which 
will nullify the whole bill, for its pro- 
visions are not to apply to British sub- 
jects, We would engage that if suffi- 
cient inducement offered a few smart 
Chincse shipping firms would sail 
whole fleets of steamers through such 
an Act, and populate New South Wales 
with Mongolians, who. would all be 
British subjects. A bench of magis- 
trates empowered, -as in our Act, to 
decide upon “'their own view and 


judgment” as to whether a man is a’ 


Chineso, would not be easily deceived.
